a. Agreement** Inasmuch as no official German 
clandestine service presently exists in Germany, CIA 
has no formal bipartite agreement with any official 
organ of the German Federal Government regarding stay- 
behind activities within west Germany . However, CIA 
has a joint marking arrangement with the incipient 
German Intelligence Service on a mutually beneficial 
baa la rnhieh provides far the development and 
continuance of certain etay-behlnd activities. It io 
hoped that this agreement mill be formaliaed with 
the creation of an official Gif , presently expected 
to take place concurrently with final ratification 
of the Contractual Agreement.
